Washington, Sept. 7.—The latest ex­ 
pression as to the attitude of the powers 
on the evacuation of Pekin comes from 
the United States ambassador at Paris, 
General Horace Porter, who has ad­ 
vised the authorities here that tile atti­ 
tude of the French government is favor­ 
able to tho position taken by Russia. 
Almost simultaneously with this dis­ 
patch from General Porter came another 
from tho American charge d'affaires at 
Berlin giving the attitude of Germany 
ou Russia’s proposal. 
This in substance 
states that Germany, while anxious to 
avoid any friction between the powers, 
regards the condition i at Pekin such as 
to require tho continued presence of 
general forces there. 
These two highly important commu­ 
nications bring the Chinese negotiations 
to a very advanced stage, and show tile 
©alignment of the powers. 
Iris gener­ 
ally thought that Germany's attitude in 
favor of remaining at Pekin will bi 
acquit s- .! in by Italy and Austria as 
these two countries act with Germany 
on political questions. 
As to the purposes of Great Britain 
there is not an absolute lack of official 
information thongn little doubt is en­ 
tertained that sines* Germany has taken 
the attitude G n at Britain will follow 
suit in favor of remaning at Pekin. 
The position of Japan, likewise, is 
lacking in definiteneness, although it is 
believed in tho best posted quarters that 
if otter nations remain at Pekin, Japan 
will deem it expedient to remain there 
also. 
It would st em from this that 
France is the only government to give 
concurrence to the Rnsiian proposition, 
although the United States has expressed 
a p u rp o s e of following Russia’s course. 
unless the other powers brought about a 
modification of Russia’s position. 
Thus far Russia has not exchanged 
any purpose of modifying her original 
position. 
I he receipt of communications from 
Berlin and Paris brought about numer­ 
ous conferences between the president. 
Secretary Root and Acting Secretary 
of State Hill aud also between Mr. Hill 
and Mr. Ad»*e. 
It was gathered from 
these meetings that another note was 
being prepared by the United States, 
bat the authorities did not b el disposed 
to give any intelligence ut present as to 
its nature.

Washington, Sept. 7.—It seems to bo 
| regarded highly probable in otfcial cir­ 
cles that when the time arrives for ac*

taal negotiations looking to a settlement

with Obiua, this government will ap­ 
point a commission for that purpose 
> 
rather than place negotiations in tho 
hands of a single individual. There have 
been various suggestions as to who might 
be appointed upon such oommisdon, but 
it is positively stated that as yet no defi­ 
nite selections have been made. 
As to 
the numerical strength of the commis­ 
sion, tho general impression seems to bo 
that it will not consist of more than five 
members, more likely three and possi­ 
bly only two. 
It can bo stated npon highest authori­ 
ty there will be npon the commission 
some American of preeminent ability, 
whose reputation will t»e an immediate 
guarantee that tho American interests 
will bo safe in his hand whose standing 
Ix-fore the world will be such as to give 
him ami those associated with him pres­ 
tage abroad.” 
It is believed the administration is 
now easting about for such a man to 
head tho commission when it will be 
ready to appoint it. 
The names of ox- 
Presidont Harrison, 
ex-Secretary of 
State Day and John Bassett Moore, who 
was secretary of the peace commission 
at Paris, have been mentioned in this 
connection. 
No information is obtainable regard­ 
ing a new policy, which it has been 
rumored the government is preparing 
for transmission to the powers. 
The 
only tiling definite concerning it was ti 
positive s tatemeut that it has not been 
sent. 
No representations have been made by 
this government looking to the return 
of the Chinese imperial authorities It 
Pekin. 


t ’runce Prop o«m a Gompr omteo. 
Paris, Sept. 7.—Active negotiations 
are in progress looking to somo .-ompro­ 
mise arrangements with Russia regard­ 
ing tho position she has assumed toward 
Pekin. 
Communications exchanged be­ 
tween the powers now have a better 
promise of success. 
The compromise 
suggested from here is the Withdrawal 
of forces of all tho powers from Pekin 
leaving an international guard to pro­ 
tect the legations, which will be allowed 
to remain at the Chinese capital pending 
peace settlement. 
The main body of 
troops it is also said will retire to the 
neighborhood of Tien Tsin, leaving suf­ 
ficient forces along the road to keep the 
route open and railroad between Pekin 
aud Tien Tsin.
